Hundreds of re- 
quests from labor unions for in- 
formation are received by BLS 
offices each month. 

The basic data which are gath- 
ered by BLS through the volun- 
tary cooperation of unions and 
business concerns and from other 
Government agencies is of vital 
need to these very groups.

A Hollywood 
studio had an idea for a motion pic- 
ture to be called ‘oliday Inn,” 
co-starring Fred Astaire and Bing 
Crosby. The theme of the picture 
was based on the holidays of the 
year and a song was needed to. 
represent each holiday. Irving Ber-.

The picture, released in 1942, | 
was synonymous: with our second» 
wartime Christmas, and in that:- 
year the song sold one. million; 
copies in four months.- Although, 
nothing is.done on the part of the . 
publishers to exploit the song, it.

his ‘“‘God Bless America’ written, 
during World War I. “‘It’s difficult | 
to predict a song’s future,” says.

The pleasant myth that the war put everyone in the moneyed 
class and produced an unbounded consumer market for cars, 


houses and refrigerators has been exploded by the figures) 


from a survey made for the Federal Reserve Board by the 
Bureau of Agricultural Economics. Actually: 


One out of five U. S. families is; 
trying to live on less than $1,000 a 
year.. As a group these families 
spent more than they earned in 
1945, dipping into savings or going 
into debt to make ends meet. 

Nearly half of U. S. families have 
less than $2,000 a year. 


About 70 per cent of families 
have less than $3,000 a year. 


Only one out of four families 


has more than $5,000 a year. 


The assumption that all income 
groups were able to accumulate 
savings during the war was con- 
tradicted by the evidence. Fam- 
ilies earning less than $2,000 a 
year, who constituted 47.1 per cent 
of the population, were able to 
save an average of only $70 during 
the year, and their liquid assets— 
averaging $230—put them in no} 
position to buy durable goods ex- 
cept on the installment plan. As 
shown by the survey, the distribu- 
tion of liquid assets, such as war 
bonds and cash in the bank, 
uneven that 77 per cent of these 
savings are in the hands .of only 
20 per cent of the family units. 
Present inflationary prices, more- 
over, are jeopardizing these liquid 
assets for the lower-income fam- 
ilies.

Paor le Under Democracy 
‘By SENATOR JAMES MEAD (N. Y.) 

We have just emerged victoriously from a war for freedom— 
freedom of religion, freedom of expression, freedom from fear 
of oppression, freedom from want. It was to these four free- 
doms, proclaimed by the late President Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
that the men and women of the United States dedicated them- 


selves. 

It was thesé same four freedoms 
that inspired people around the 
world to carry on to victory the 
struggle against regimentation, ex- 
ploitation, and dictatorship. We 
here in America have long known 
that men cannot live half free, half 
slavé. That profound truth is deep- 
ly imbedded in the core of our 
American experience. It was ‘said 
that we were not prepared for 
- World War II; that our military 
establishment was at a disadvan- 
tage because of the head start 
achieved by the Axis powers. In 
P-a military sense that was true for 
militarism has not been our pre- 
dominant characteristic. 

MORAL PREPAREDNESS 

However, we rapidly overcame 
any early advantage enjoyed by 
‘the. Axis and with matchless lead- 
_ership. and unparalled unity we 
-overwhelmed the enemy in every 
category and beat him back to 
crushing defeat. That record of 
accomplishment that lead to vic- 
tory indicated that in one sense 
we were prepared. President 
Roosevelt’s social philosophy had 
revitalized and strengthened the 
spirit of our people. We had found 
a leader who ‘translated into law 
and. reality the hopes and the aspi- 
rations of the people. Under the 
President’s able leadership, a phi- 
losophy of: government which had 
heretofore protected the citizen 
only in-his right to be free was 
transformed into a government 
which now protected the citizen in 
his right to: work and in his right 
to live. 

» OUR PAST FAILURES 

If we had used the entire period 
between the World Wars to make 
democracy a dynamic and a mean- 
ingful force in the lives of all of 
our people and of the peoples of 
the world as well we would not! 
have been called upon to fight a 
bitter war to defend the demo- 
cratic system of government. If 
democracy had meant higher stan- 
| dards of living, great educational 
opportunities, fuller national lib- | 
erty, it would not have been called 
upon to fight desperately for its 
life. Unfortunately, the democra- 
cies failed-too frequently to do 
those things. 

To many peoples of the world 
democracy became synonymous 
with unemployment, with malnu- 

rition, with insecurity. It meant 

for many people, human exploita- 
-tion, colonial ‘subjugation, and na- 
_ tional repression. In our one case 
‘we were prone to neglect the “one- 
- third of the nation ill-fed, ill- 
- housed, and ill-clothed.” If we had 
* made democracy everywhere mean 
. more food, more clothing, more 
/ education, more equality, it would 


not have been called up on to meet 
the challenge of totalitarianism. No 
demagogue could have climbed to 
power on the ladder of popular dis- 
satisfaction and restlessness. Per- 
haps these are unpleasant truths 
but they must be reiterated so that 
they will not be repeated this time. 


FACING THE FACTS 

We must face these facts until 
they have sunk deep. into our 
minds and into our hearts as well. 
Democracy must mean progress, 
progress towards. greater unity, 
greater opportunity and greater 
prosperity. The world wants Peace 
more than anything, a peace that 
will be lasting and enduring; a 
peace that will not be jeopardized 
by inequalities and inequities, 
among the peoples of the nations 
of the world. It must be people’s 
peace, whereim the freedoms. for 
which we fought and sacrificed will ips 
be the recognized rights and privi- 
leges of all. 

WAR AGAINST POVERTY 

With the war happily behind us, 
with the tyrants who brought it) 
on destroyed we must now embark 
upon a crusade that will dim the 
scars. of the:conflict and compen- 
sate the people as far as humanly 
possible for the sacrifices and the 
sorrows they have -endured. .-We 
must insulate ourselves and the 
peoples of the world from the oc- 
casion of another war by declar- 
ing a world war against poverty, 
against ignorance, against prese- 
cution, against prejudice, against 
bigotry, against exploitation, 
against intolerance. We must guar- 
antee to all the peoples the re- 
ligious, political and cultural free- 
dom which we have ourselves en- 
joyed. We must establish an «in- 
ternational order that will be fair 
and just and even magnanimous 
in its treatment of the smaller na- 
tions and peoples of the world. 
This may not be a task that will 
be speedily accomplished. 

The nations of the world will 
have to learn to work together, 
to confer together, to legislate to- 
gether. Their beginnings might be 
amateurish and disappointing but 
they must persist because in the 
unity of the nations of the world 
will come a better world order. In 
the unity of the nations of the 
world we will go forward together 
to the freedoms proclaimed by our 
President to a new era of human 
prosperity, to a world of fellow- 
ship, of free men.

Faced with the fact that four 
out of every five disabled appli- 
cants for jobs have been umeble 
to find work, RRA established a 
Special inter-agency committee 
among Federal agencies directly 
concerned with that program to 
devise all possible means of as- 
sisting the disabled to find gain- 
ful employment.

Hodening Horses who demanded 
“fines”? from their victims.
